Elsie Dammeyer, who has lived in Sierra Madre 
since 1918, is Sierra Madre’s Older American for 
1993, as annouced at last week’s City Council meet¬ 
ing. She will be among those other representatives 
to have lunch with the County Supervisors on Wed¬ 
nesday, May 12. A wrong date of May 1 was an¬ 
nounced at last week’s council meeting. 

Elsie was nominated by Sierra Madre Commis¬ 
sion on Aging, Inc. and has a long list of volunteer 
activities from her early days in Sierra Madre to her 
present activities. 

When she was born in Chicago, Aug. 19, 1911, 
she weighed less than three pounds. She continues 
to be a petite but very active Sierra Madrean today. 

In the early ’30s, she served tea and cookies for 
the Wistaria Fete on the veranda of the Fennell House. 
She has served as archivist of the Historical Society 
for 14 years, setting up files at the library for the ar¬ 
chives.

Percell sentenced to 
life without parole 

Jeffrey Percell will have life without parole 
in a penetentiary to be decided by the Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections. Following a decision of 
guilty earlier in March, the jury heard further 
testimony this week and made the decision be¬ 
tween life without parole or death. This decision 
does not allow for parole hearings. 

On June 18, the defendant’s attorney, 
Michael Crain of Crain and Klein, will make a 
motion for a new trial. 

Percell was convicted of double first degree 
murder with special circumstances on Friday, 
Mar. 12, after a2'/2-week deliberation. 

Percell was convicted of shooting to death 
both of his parents, John and Doris Percell, in 
their home on Liliano in Sierra Madre in 1988. 
They were found in their home by local police 
on Nov. 16 of that year. 

Percell has gone through several continuances 
since he was held and Elton “Butch” Sims was 
prosecuting attorney. Judge Beauford H. Phelps 
sat on the bench throughout the trial.

Ijeme for her children. 

Dammeyer graduated from Pasadena High School 
and from business school during the Depression. Af¬ 
ter her marriage to Ed on May 29, 1936, she became 
active in Scouts, PTA and the Red Cross. She was 
Scout leader for many years and served three years 
on the Scout board. She and her husband raised 
their children in Sierra Madre before his death Dec. 
1, 1977. 

Her children, who surprised her with an 80th 
birthday party in August 1991, include Dee Dee and 
John Kemper of Parkland, Ariz., a son, Don, and 
daughter-in-law Michele of Newhall, and Ted II of 
San Juan Capistrano. She also has eight grandchil¬ 
dren and three great-grandchildren. Three of her 
grandchildren were born in Sierra Madre. 

“I wouldn’t live anywhere else but in Sierra 
Madre. It is the best place in the world to raise chil¬ 
dren. About this award, 1 feel so humble,” Elsie 
concluded.

After reading the figures presented by the city 
concerning the budget breakdowns as compared with 
other cities, some readers have brought their own 
presentation of the budget to The News to print. 

If the Fire and Police Departments were removed 
from the list, the resulting amount would mean that 
Sierra Madre is paying more per capita than any of 
the other cities. 


■ The rundown is as follows: population, 10,830; 
general fund, $4,523,638; per capita from general 
fund, $417.70; p)er capita from Fire Department, $27; 
per capita less Fire Department, $390.70; per capita 
for Police, $120.00; less Fire and Police, $270.70. 

^Those figures are for Sierra Madre, of course. 

Arcadia’s rundown is as follows; population, 
48,290; general fund, $23,876,000; per capita of gen¬ 


eral fund, $494.43; per capita for Fire Dcpartmen:,

City Council takes budget woes to citizens May 4 


Sierra Madre City Council will take the city’s 
budget woes to the people on Tuesday, May 4, at 7 
p.m. in the Sierra Madre Elementary School audi¬ 
torium at 141 W. Highland Ave. They will outline 
the problems of a shortfall in the budget and will 
urge the community to give input concerning a proposal 
to adopt a city-wide utility user tax. 

The tax at 6 percent, if approved, would raise 
about $601,838 of the estimated $800,(XX) shortfall. 
How would they face the rest of the shortfall? With 
service cuts and increased user fees which they hope 
would make up the remaining $198,162. 


The city gives residents a solution to determine 
how each home would be affected by a 6 percent tax; 
review your typical telephone, water, electric and gas 
bills, and multiply each by .06. 

As the community has been informed several times, 
the state has included a shift of almost $2.6 billion 
in local government revenues to other sources. They 
will probably withhold $385,000 of the property tax, 
all of the city’s share of the cigarette tax which is 
$6500, and they may withhold over $120,(XX) from 
the Sierra Madre Redevelopment Agency. 

The county assessor will also charge Sierra Madre 


about $40,000 to collect property taxes. 

Estimated loss then will probably result in as 
much as $800,000 in 1993-94 alone. 

City Administrator Jim McRea informed the 
council Tuesday evening at a special budget meeting 
that the city has scaled back several items such as 
street repairs, tree trimming and landscape mainten¬ 
ance. All departments have been ‘‘severely limited” 
and city employees have agreed to go without a uni¬ 
lateral salary increase for two years.

Cooperation the key to welcoming 4000 Vine visitors

What does it take to make more than 4000 visitors 
to the Wistaria Vine feel welcome? 

It takes lots of work and gracious cooperation 
from many Sierra Madre people, starting, of course, 
with the families who own the world-famous vine - 
Joe and Maria Feeney, and Bob and Nel Solt. Their 
generosity and enthusiasm set the tone for all who 
volunteer to help. 

Both families open their gardens annually, with 
their only reward being in sharing the joy it brings to 
those who come to stroll beneath the sprawling vine 
with its fragrant canopy of lavender blossoms. More¬ 
over, they accommodate visiting photographers and 
journalists who want to tell the story and show the 
glory of the Wistaria Vine. 

It also takes the cooperation and patience of 
close neighbors whose streets are packed by pedestrian 
crowds and buses one day each year. 

It takes dozens of docents, the up-close and per¬ 
sonal people, who greet the vine viewers. Warm and 
knowledgeable, an entire cadre of volunteer docents 
share tales of the life story of the vine, dating back 
to when it was planted in 1894, and on through the 
years when wistaria celebrations ran for several weeks. 

Shirley McGillicuddy, as Wistaria Fete chair of 
the Sierra Madre Beautification Committee, was in 
charge of staffing the vine area with docents again 


this year, despite the fact she would be away on bus¬ 
iness the day of the event. She presented an extensive 
orientation the weekend before the event and pre¬ 
pared a comprehensive packet of information for 
each docent. She named two lead docents for each 
shift, and they, McGillicuddy said, were the key to a 
smooth operation. 

All docents wore identifying nametags made by 
John Johnson, who also was in charge of graphics 
and signs, as well as setup and tear down ot equipment 
before and after the vine viewing. 

Shelby Pope, Sierra Madre Wistaria Fete chair, 
was on site throughout the day as “chiefess” of opera¬ 
tions and troubleshooter for the small crises which 
are always to be expected at major events. 

Other notable contributions to the ambience be¬ 
neath the Wistaria Vine were many varieties of potted 
orchids in bloom placed poolside on the Solt property 
and scattered throughout the gardens. They were 
provided by Victor Daniels and Ross Phillips. 

Sierra Madreans Tom Behrens and Mike Hoff¬ 
man, through their firm, Arcadia Party Rentals, do¬ 
nated decorative stanchions to guide pedestrian traf¬ 
fic and also supplied an easel to display historic photo¬ 
graphs. 

McGillicuddy also lauded the coojseration shown 
by city staff in helping the Wistaria Fete run smoothly.

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Caution may 
prevent carjacking 


With carjacking still on the increase, 
it is recommended that motorists should 
heed the following advice from law en¬ 
forcement authorities: 

* Be aware. When you are out in 
public, look around to keep a big picture 
of your surroundings. 

* Choose well-lighted, well-traveled 
facilities. If you are stopping to use a 
public facility such as a pay phone or 
gas station, try to park in a well-lighted 
place where the station attendant or an¬ 
other motorist can see you. 

* When returning home, be aware 
of all vehicles and pedestrians. Keep 
your house and driveway well-lighted. 
Beep your horn, and have someone in¬ 
side turn on lights or open the door. 

* When driving in a potentially 
risky area, use the middle lane. Don’t 
allow yourself to be pinned against the 
curb at a light or stop sign. Leave enough 
space between cars at a red light or stop 
sign to pull away if necessary. 

* Don’t be distracted while driving 
by eating, shaving or combing your hair. 
Losing your focus on the road and your 
surroundings could make you an easy 
target. 

* Be careful after a minor rear-end 
accident. If you are bumped from be¬ 
hind and you do not feel comfortable 
exiting your vehicle, motion to the other 
driver and drive to the nearest police 
station, 24 -hour store, hospital or fire 
station.

Economics, then and now

In the summer of 1787, the Founding Fathers 
hammered out a new nation and inherited a host 
of problems. Not the least problem was the debt 
of $30,000,0(K), incurred while fighting the Re¬ 
volutionary War. It amounted to $7.50 for each 
person in the colonies. One hundred forty-two 
years later, in 1929, the population was almost 
35 times larger, but the national debt was $29,000, 
000,000, almost 1000 times the colonial debt. In 
1929, the per capita debt was approximately $210, 
but in 1993, the figure is $16,000, 80 times what 
it was 64 years ago. The national debt is now 
$4,000,000,000,000 (that’s trillions). 1 am putting 
all these figures in digits as they seem a little 
more impressive that way. Another startling 
statistic is the pegging of $14,0(X) as the poverty 
level for a family of four. 

These staggering figures started me to mus¬ 
ing on what it was like when I was young, and 
what a tremendous change has taken place in a 
lifetime. For comparison I shall take the year 
1917, when America joined the war in Europe. 
It was a milestone year for me, because at the 
age of 15, 1 had my first taste of factory work. 
At that time the established work week was 60 
hours and the average pay was 20 cents an hour. 

1 worked in an oilcan factory with 10 other em¬ 
ployees, and because 1 was a newcomer and “just 
a kid,” 1 was paid 10 cents an hour. Saturday 
night 1 was given six silver dollars, three of which 
went to my mother and the rest was saved for 
clothes and school expenses. Not much room 
for luxury. 

My father was a watchman on the railroad 
bridge across the Mississippi River and his hours 
were from six in the evening until six in the morn¬ 
ing, seven days a week, every day of the year. 
Like other workmen, he had no time off, no paid 
vacation, no pension setup, not even compensa¬ 


tion insurance. His pay was $60 per month. 

Farm hands were paid miserable wages, and 
the hours were long and filled with hard work. 
Permanent employees usually received $25 per 
month plus room and board. The room was 
more often than not a space in the barn or other 
outbuilding, and the bed was a straw mattress 
and two horse blankets. There was no plumb¬ 
ing so the hired hand washed up twice a day in 
the horse trough. On Saturday nights he used 
the trough for a bathtub. Nearby was the faith¬ 
ful and efficient windmill, providing a constant 
supply of water, fresh and very cold. Farmers 
took no chances on pampering their hired help. 

Perhaps the poorest paid men in the village 
were the section hands. Six days a week they 
checked the railroad, looking for rotted ties, 
loose or missing spikes. The railroad carried 
heavy traffic of coal trains, and as the rails were 
light and the ballast only cinders, constant vigil¬ 
ance was necessary..! can see them yet, pumping 
along on their handcar at 7 a.m., headed for a 
long, hard day. They were paid 15 cents an hour, 
approximately $40 a month. 

There was a pitifull small margin between 
income and necessary outgo, but somehow, every¬ 
one seemed to make it. There was only one place 
where people of those days had it better than to¬ 
day, and that was in housing. Of course, the 
houses were not modern, but compared to to¬ 
day’s cost, they were a bargain. For instance, 
in 1910 my father bought the house we were 
renting for $1000, and the monthly payment was 
$10. How many mortgages today are being paid 
off with one sixth of the family income? It does 
not seem possible that conditions were so differ¬ 
ent just a lifetime ago. 

To paraphrase a tobacco ad, “We’ve come 
a long way, baby.” But the real question is, 
where are we going?

Dear Dr. Tami, 

1 have a cocker spaniel who is constantly 
developing ear infections. What causes them 
and is there anything I can do to prevent them? 

Unfortunately, any floppy eared dog is more prone to 
developing ear infections. Since the ear canal is 
“L”-shaped in dogs moisture, wax and bacteria are more 
easily trapped deep inside the canal. The floppy ear tends to 
hold moisture in, instead of letting it dry out, allowing a 
healthy environment for yeast and bacteria to grow. Once 
an infection is diagnosed, it should be treated promptly and 
aggressively. Telltale signs of an infection are an inflamed 
ear flap, a malodorous canal, excessive scratching at the ear 
and head shaking. A veterinarian can examine the canal 
with an otoscope for foreign bodies (eg. foxtails) and 
evaluate the eardrum. A smear of the discharge may be 
stained and examined to determine if there is bacteria, 
yeast, or mites or a combination of them causing the infec¬ 
tion. Treatment usually consists of topical antibiotic and 
then an car cleaner to help remove debris. Oral antibiotics 
may or may not be used depending on the severity of the in¬ 
fection. Once the infection is resolved it is important to 
keep the ear canal clean and dry. Excess hair should be 
plucked from the canal and weekly or biweekly application 
of an ear cleaner should be used.

try. And that’s the truth. 

Roseanne and hubby Tom Arnold have 
opened a 50-seat “Big Food Diner” in Eldon, 
Iowa, population 1200, plus or minus, depend¬ 
ing on whom you talk to. And that’s right next 
to the home precincts: Red Brush, Mars Hill, 
Hairy Nation and the Rabbit Ridge Gospel Tab¬ 
ernacle. 

The dynamic duo was not present for the 
opening. That was supervised by brother Chris 
Arnold, who runs affairs for the pair. This in¬ 
cludes operation of the 1700 acre “estate” which 
locals would call a big farm. 

The state’s big daily said folks were there 
from “as far away as Colorado,” eating and 
buying stuff like $13.99 T-shirts and $29.99 
sweatshirts. The grape jelly, made from local 
grapes “handpicked by Roseanne,” wasn’t sell¬ 
ing much. 

Eldon’s previous (and maybe longer-lasting 
fame) was “The American Gothic House” and 
the attached trail along the Des Moines River. 
This is the house in the background of Iowa 
artist Grant Wood’s painting called “American 
Gothic,” the feature being a dour couple with 
pitchfork in the foreground. 

These T. and V. stars are not the first famous 
folks to occupy the place, if we go back to the 
time Eldon was called lowaville. In 1823, the 
Iowa Indian tribe’s principal village was located 
on the spot. The Iowa’s loved horses and had a 


While the warriors watched the races one 
day, a band of sometimes friendly Soc and Fox 
braves under Pashpaho rushed from the woods 
while their chief. Black Hawk, led his band 
against the unsuspecting village. The lowas 
never recovered from the massacre. 

Of course the Soc and Fox said it was what 
we call a “preemptive” strike. That word has 
been in our news occasionally. 

There was one fine Indian agent named 
Street. Even the Indians liked and respected 
him. The whiskey drummers didn’t. 

Anyhow, when he died, the Indians gave 
land so he could be buried on Indian territory. 
Black Hawk had surrendered to Street and was 
treated well, so the chief wanted to be laid to rest 
next to Street. He was. The spot wasn’t marked, 
and there is much debate about the place. It’s 
just as well. 

Other famous folk who walked the land in¬ 
cluded chiefs Keokuk, Hard Fish, Appanoose 
and his papa Tama, Kishkikosh and Powesheik. 
The county is named for Fox chief Wappelo. 
It’s county fair is an annual fall event, where 
they still have horse races, but no one remembers 
or notices the irony. 

And nobody remembers the chiefs either, 
as they dine on Roseanne’s now famous meat- 
loaf. Their pictures are not on the wall. That, 
too, is probably just as well.

San Marino general fund is $5,079,000 for its 
12,595 population. Per capita that amounts to $^.77; 
per capita Fire Department is $123; per capita less 
Fire Department is $343.77; per capita Police is $175; 
and less Fire and Police per capita is $168.77. 

These figures prove, according to the readers, 
that Sierra Madre has a higher per capita base - $270.70 - 
than any of the other cities.

How will Sierra Madre cope with this bad news? 

That is why the City Council asks that everyone 
come to the public forum on Tuesday, May 4, 7 p.m. 
at the Sierra Madre Elementary School auditorium. 

The city is sending with the water bill a piece con¬ 
cerning the $700,0(X) that Sierra Madre must pay to 
settle a claim of Operating Industries Inc. (0.1.1.), 
relating to the cleanup of the landfill in which Sierra 
Madre placed trash between 1948 and 1984. Sierra 
Madre joined other cities in settling the case to avoid 
litigation costs. 

To cover these costs, the Apr. 1 utility bill (and 
all of those issued through Apr. 1, 1997) will reflect 
a recovery fee that provides a flat $3.19 fee per unit. 
Users will be assessed according to the size of the bin 
they use with the single residential unit being assessed 
$3.19.

In his book, “Descend¬ 
ing Into Greatness,” Pas¬ 
tor Bill Hybels tells of an 
experience he had at an 
apprecation luncheon for 
a bank president who had 
been attending his church. 
As he got out of his car. 
Bill congratulated him¬ 
self for having thought 
to bring a sportscoat. 
But that sense of prepara¬ 
tion was short-lived, when 
he saw the formal suits, 
power ties and gold jewdry 
the other guests wore. 
“When the butter was 
passed, it could have been 
a Rolex commercial.” 

Pastor Hybels was seated 
at a table with nine other 
men, and he was not there 
long before the image of 
a flock of chickens came 
to mind. Put 10 chickens 
together with a bunch of 
feed and they will waste 
no time in establishing a 
pecking order. And even 
though their feet were rest¬ 
ing on plush carpet rather 
than dirt, the men around 
that table were comparing 
companies and profits, 
strutting and scratching, 
checking each other out, 
determining where every¬ 
body stood. Clearly, the 
pastor was Chicken No. 10. 

This matter of always 
establishing a pecking or¬ 
der is not just a harmless 
game; it is deadly serious, 
and lives are consumed in 
the process. We treat 
those above us with defer¬ 
ence, those below us with 
contempt, often without 
even being aware of it. 

In all of human history, 
who was more supremely 


qualified for the status of 
Chicken No. 1 than Jesus, 
the Son of God? Nobody. 
Yet Jesus consistently re¬ 
fused to claim the status 
that other people wanted 
to attribute to him. He 
saw how the religious 
leaders of his day abused 
their status as God’s chos¬ 
en men, wearing their cost¬ 
ly robes with long fringes, 
parading around like strut¬ 
ting roosters, insisting on 
the best seats in the syna- 
gof,ue, and generally re¬ 
lieving the poor of what 
little money they had. 

Even though he had all 
the right stuff for great¬ 
ness in the eyes of the 
world, Jesus cared about 
only one kind of great¬ 
ness: the kind that God 
sees, spiritual greatness. 
“Let he who is greatest 
among you take up his 
cross and follow me.” On¬ 
ly by renouncing the world’s 
false system of values can 
God’s true values be ex¬ 
alted and established in 
human life. 

Over and over again, 
Jesus extended his minis¬ 
try to Chickens No. 8, 9 
and 10. He sat and shared 
fellowship with sinners, 
and called persons with 
checkered pasts to join 
him in ministry, there is 
the kind of leader all of 
our churches need, not the 
kind that is impressed by 
status symbols and posi¬ 
tions of authority. 

This Sunday we will 
celebrate Palm Sunday, 
the day when Jesus en¬ 
tered Jerusalem in order 
to turn its values around. 
Worship with us and find 
a friend!

The United Nations Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission 
released late in February 
information about a secret 
Iranian document target¬ 
ing the Baha’i community, 
both in Iran and abroad. 
The local Baha’i com¬ 
munity in Sierra Madre 
expresses concern that 
this Iranian policy, which 
svas dated Feb. 25, 1991, 
but which was only re¬ 
cently revealed to the in¬ 
ternational community 
for the first time, leaves 
open the possibility of 
further arrests and execu¬ 
tions of Baha’is in Iran. 
More than 200 Baha’is 
have been executed since 
the Islamic regime took 
power in 1979. 

The Iranian govern¬ 
ment’s formal policy states 
that the progress and de¬ 
velopment of the Baha’is 
shall be blocked. For 
example, the plan states 
that Baha’is must be ex¬ 
pelled from schools and

Scheduled to premiere at the mureum 
in Los Angeles in the spring of 1994, the exhibition 
will travel for an unprecedented 18-month period to 
five other major North American Museums, includ¬ 
ing the American Museum of Natural History in New 
York. The exhibition is being hailed by Chinese and 
Western experts as a milestone in cultural and scientific 
exchange between the People’s Republic of China 
and the United States. 


What is the purpose of 
Art? To prettify the world 
and glamorize its activi¬ 
ties, or to search for truth 
and not only inspire but 
edify, stimulate and even 
terrify by revealing all the 
potentialities of the human 
animal? Or is it merely 
self-agrandizement for 
the artist? 

These questions are as 
up-to-date as tomorrow 
and as old as human crea¬ 
tivity. Primitive people 
decorate objects to amuse 
themselves and please 
their aesthetic tastes, or 
they produce figures and 
symbols to evoke emotions 
and invoke magic. Magic 
has always been deeply 
suspect to those who want 
things orderly, predicta¬ 
ble and controllable. 

“Scenes From an Ex¬ 


ecution” is the rather off- 
putting title of a colorful 
and intriguing play now 
making its American pre¬ 
miere at the Mark Taper 
Forum in Los Angeles. 
This is “execution” as in 
“carrying out.” It is based 
very loosely on the career 
of Artemisia Gentileschi, 
the daughter of Renaissance 
painter Orazio Gentileschi. 
Since her father was her 
first teacher, she tended 
to paint in a similar dra¬ 
matic style, and her paint¬ 
ings were chauvinistically 
attributed to him. Recent 
work by art historians has 
proved her to be a fairly 
prolific 16th century paint¬ 
er, with a rather violent 
history of her own. 

From this, author How¬ 
ard Baker has extrapolated 
the story of Galactia, a 
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By Mary Cogswell Baum 


passionate and unconven¬ 
tional artist in Venice in 
the 15(X)s. Galactia is 
cautiously commissioned 
by the Doge of Venice, a 
connoiseur who appreciates 
her technique and her spirit, 
to paint a huge “Battle of 
Lepanto” for a public 
building. Galactia pro¬ 
ceeds to research not only 
the facts of this historic 
naval battle between the 
Venetians and the Turks, 
but what really happens 
to the participants in such 


a battle. She produces a 
realistic and gory scene 
over which the Venetian 
commander presides with 
cruel indifference. The 
unveiling of the picture 
causes considerable shock 
and consternation, and 
Galactia is accused of 
treason and thrown into 
prison. But this is not the 
end. What follows is sat- 
isfyingly ironic. 

Costumer Dona Grana- 
ta has indicated right from 
the beginning that we are 


not talking about long ago 
and far away here. While 
the Renaissance ambiance 
is simply, but clearly 
stated, the 20th century 
makes its presence felt 
throughout. 

Prize-winning British 
actress Juliet Stevenson 
makes her American debut 
as Galactia, reveling in a 
role which carries her 
through an emotional gam¬ 
ut as she hold center stage 
almost continually. Galac¬ 
tia is a woman capable of 
the most intense fireworks 
whether of passion, ful¬ 
fillment or despair as she 
pleads the case for artis¬ 
tic freedom with indestruc- 
ible power. Frank Lan- 
gella is sinisterly urbane 
as both her admirer and 
defender and her would- 
be controller, with Michael 
Cumpsty as her unimagina¬ 


tive lover and artistic rival. 
Other characters, superb¬ 
ly played, carry Italian 
names as impish as Dick¬ 
ens or Sullivan: Supporta, 
Dementia, Suffici, Os- 
tensibile, Lasagna, etc. 

Scene changes are so 
choreographed as to keep 
the established period while 
modern examples are re¬ 
lentlessly intimated. This 
is a multi-leveled piece 
which makes for exciting 
and entertaining theater, 
even if just a bit didactic. 
Moral; authentic Art, 
which may shock in one 
era, becomes seminal, 
even classic, in the next. 
Critics of the National 
Endowment for the Arts 
(NEA) please note.
